Bank Of America 
Predicts High Gross 


California farmers are headed 


for another record year in gross 
farm income in 1971 — ac- 
cording to a Bank of America 
report 


Aided by firm consumer 


demand for most agricultural 
products, a more favorable 
inventory position for canned 
and frozen fruits, a generous 
grower contract for processing 
tomatoes, and a rather flexible 
government interpretation of 
the Agricultural Act of 1970 with 
respect to cotton leases, gross 
income promises to reach a new 
high. However, as a result of 
climbing production costs, net 
returns to producers will dip 
below the $1 billion mark for the 
first time in four years. 


An early look at California 


farm income prospects in 1971 
indicates cash farm receipts of 
more than $4.6 billion, about 3 
percent above the $4.5 billion 
received in 1970. With farm 
production costs expected to 
increase by 4 percent, compared 
with a gain of 5 percent in 1970, 
net farm returns will decline 
nearly 4 percent The number of 
farms in 1971 will shrink to about 


56,000, and average net returns 
per farm will approximate 
$17,400, slightly below last 
year's level. 


The 
only 
major 
farm 


production cost item which 
promises to show a decline this 
year is that of financing costs. 


Nearly all U.S. banks, in the 
face of easier monetary policy 
and weakened loan demand, 
have reduced 
interest rates 


measurably during the past 
year. Agricultural loan rates 
have followed this general trend 
and will be a significant factor in 
slowing down the rate of rising 
farm costs. 


A key uncertainty in the 1971 


agricultural picture is the im- 
pact of the Agricultural Act of 
1970 
on the State's farming 


operations. Under the Act, 
direct government payments to 
individual 
farmers 
are 


restricted for the first time to 
$55,000 under each of the three 
major commodity programs — 
cotton, feed grains, and wheat. 
Theoretically, a farmer could 
receive up to $165,000 if he were 
a large grower of all three crops.
